A two-year series of open lectures on the current progress in mathematical 
research begins at George Washington University's Lisner Auditorium on Thursday, 
October 11, when Professor Paul Halmos of the University of Michigan takes "A 
Glimpse Into Hilbert Space". 

Arranged by the university's department of mathematics and sponsored by the 
Office of Naval Research, the lecture series will survey research progress through¬ 
out modern mathematics in modern terms. Each presentation will consist of two 
lectures on the same day—one lecture at 10:30 a.m. and the other at 2 p.m. Fifteen 
monthly lectures have been scheduled over the next two academic years. 

Some of the world's leading mathematical scholars will participate in the 
lecture series.

The purpose of the series is to provide a more rapid and efficient dissemination 
of information on the current status and principal directions of research in mathe¬ 
matics. The lectures will be published under the editorship of Dr. Thomas Saaty of 
the Office of Naval Research. Scientists on the staff of Navy laboratories and other 
naval activities in the Washington area will attend the sessions, but Dr. Nelson 

stressed that the lectures will be open to the public.

Viashington University in February, has been awarded the Patent Office Society 
Student Award presented by the university's Patent, Trademark and Copyright Foun¬ 
dation. He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. M.L. Pinkstaff of 26 Birchwood Lane, Hartsdale, 

New York. 

The Patent Office Society provided financial assistance for the establishment 
of the award, which is presented annually to the author of the best paper submitted 
by a student in the Foundation's seminar and lecture series. The recipient is pre¬ 
sented with a citation and an honorarium, and his paper is published in the 
Foundation's Patent, Trademark and Copyright Journal of Research and Education . 

Mr. Pinkstaff's prize-winning paper dealt with the copyright notice requirements 
for works of foreign authors published abroad. Pinkstaff concludes that "although 
there is case law indicating that a publication abroad will not bar a U.S. copyright, 
the implementing legislation for the Universal Copyright Convention indicates a con¬ 
gressional intent to require a copyright notice on all works whether published in 
the United States or abroad." 

Pinkstaff suggests that "the proposed copyright statute now being considered by 
Congress should contain an express statement regarding the rights of foreign authors." 

Pinkstaff, who attended the university's law school in the evening from 1959 

to 1962, joined the patent law firm of Soans, Anderson, Luedeka and Fitch in Chicago 

upon completion of law school. He received a B.S. in chemical engineering from 

Iowa State University in 1959. While attending the university law school, he was 

associated with the patent law firm of Kemon, Palmer, Stewart and Estabrook. He 

was a member of the university Law Review during his senior year, and was the author 

of a case note appearing in the publication.

A three-year study of law governing mental incorifcetency is being undertaken 

at George Washington University's National Law Center with the aid of a &95,36l 

research grant from the National Institute of Mental Health, university President 
Thomas H. Carroll announced yesterday. 


Director of the new project is Dr. Henry Weihofen, professor of law on leave 
from the University of New Mexico, and a well-known authority in the field of the 
relations of law and psychiatry. 

The study will investigate the law and how it actually works in selected 
communities throughout the nation. 

Dr. Weihofen said the study will look into the problems of persons who become 
too ill mentally to manage their daily affairs. It will seek the answers to such 
questions as: Is a person who is or has been in a mental hospital necessarily 
incompetent to transact business, sell real estate, or drive an automobile? Can 
he make a valid will? Is he entitled to vote? Under what circumstances may a 
license to practice a profession such as law or medicine be revoked because of 
mental illness? 

"Hopefully, the study will provide data that can be used in drafting a model 
statute that states interested in improving their law could adopt," Dr. Weihofen 
said. 

Dr. Weihofen, who holds his J. D. and J. S. D. degrees from the University of 
Chicago, received the Isaac Ray Award from the American Psychiatric Association in 
1955 "for outstanding contributions to the relations of law and psychiatry."

A study of the historical development of the British Commonwealth market and 
its industrial property systems should provide valuable information on contem¬ 
plated international or supranational patent systems, says L. James Harris, executive 
director of George Washington University's Patent, Trademark and Copyright Foundation. 

Moreover, Britain and the Commonwealth may be missing an opportunity, may be 
discarding their experience, and in effect, be rejecting their own historical con¬ 
tinuity if they fail to consider the full range of alternative approaches that they 
could take in their negotiations with the European Economic Community, Harris writes 
in the latest issue of the Foundation's Journal of Research and Education . 

"It is clear that, despite the limited public attention, the British Common¬ 
wealth of Nations has constituted a highly developed common market and will remain 
one unless Great Britain cuts the ties of association completely on joining the 
European Common Market," Harris said. 

"The trumpets have not sounded for the Commonwealth market because it has been 
with us so long, it is generally taken for granted," he said. 

Harris hopes that his paper will encourage further study of the contributions of 
the Commonwealth market to international industrial property and economic experience 
so that they might be better understood and utilized for future world market decision 
making. 

Harris suggests that the view of history presented in his paper "indicates more 
alternatives or opportunities, which may not seem naturally to emerge, that Britain 
and the Commonwealth could well consider." He thinks an alternative approach could 
be taken with respect to the European Economic Community on the basis of reciprocity— 
"one large trading bloc cooperating with another on the basis of full parity."
